THE CHRISTMAS OF OUR CHILDHOOD 
En ough has been written , heaven kn ows, about 
the various aspects of Christmas to fill a great 
man y books. But there is on e little phase of it 
that almost always seems to get overlooked — the 
stran ge, melan choly feelin g of havin g somehow 
gon e astray which is apt to beset almost every 
adult, in on e way or an other, as this holiday ap­ 
proaches. 
It is a sort of combin ation , this feelin g, of 
memory an d disillusion men t. Nobody ever says 
much about it, an d the mood itself n ever lasts 
very lon g. But it is a real thin g, haun tin g an d 
disquietin g, while it lasts. 
The trouble, of course, is that n on e of us can 
feel quite the same about Christmas after we are 
fully grown as we felt when we were children . 
For children , Christmas is by all odds the 
greatest day of the year. An air of excitemen t 
begin s to pervade the world alon g about the en d 
of the secon d week in December, an d it ap­ 
proaches its crescen do with a moun tin g ten sion 
that is almost un bearable. The aura of promised 
won ders fills the air. Thin gs lon g desired are 
about to be made real. 
Then , on Christmas morn in g, comes the climax 
— green tree, glowin g lights, cracklin g of tissue 
paper, open in g of boxes, squeals of excitemen t; 
are there, in all of life, an y higher spots than 
a child gets durin g those first 30 min utes of 
Christmas morn in g? 
The last week or so before Christmas brin gs 
memories of all of that in to the adult’s min d; 
an d, try as he may, there is n o way in which he 
can quite recapture that delightful old-time 
rapture an d ecstacy. He can get a better appre­ 
ciation of the real sign ifican ce of the holiday, he 
can do his utmost to make the time a happy on e 
for his own youn gsters; but in the bottom of his 
heart there is boun d to be a little void — the 
place, perhaps, occupied by the wraith of his own 
boyhood. 
That void, to be sure, is always there. Our slow 
tran slation from in n ocen ce to wisdom, from 
childhood to man hood, leaves an empty spot we 
n ever can fill.

An d when we 
do we have to admit that n either the world in 
gen eral n or we ourselves have ever quite ful­ 
filled the gaudy promises that were explicit back 
in those far-off days when the excitemen t of 
Christmas filled our hearts. 


JAPAN’S DILEMMA — AND OURS 
Man churia is a lon g, lon g way off, an d such 
places as Tsitsihar, Chan gchow an d the Non n i 
river have a quain t an d impossibly remote soun d. 
An d so most of us have paid very little atten tion 
to the thin gs th at are goin g on there, feelin g 
that we have troubles en ough of our own an d 
that it can n ot possibly m atter very much to us 
what the Japan ese do on the main lan d of Asia. 
But appearan ces can be deceptive. The Balk­ 
an s are far away, too, but a terroristic campaign 
that culmin ated in a murder at a town called 
Serajevo ultimately led 2,000,000 American sol­ 
diers across the Atlan tic. If we are wise we shall 
keep close track of what goes on in Man chilria. 
All of this is by way of in troduction to a re­ 
mark which Tokio’s delegate made n ot lon g ago 
before the special assembly of the League of Na­ 
tion s. 
“Sixty-five million Japan ese of pure blood 
stan d together as on e man ,” he said, referrin g to 
his govern men t’s Man churian ven ture. “Do you 
thin k all of them have gon e m ad?” 
That question is worth pon derin g. Because Ja ­ 
pan has pursued her course in flat defian ce of j 
world opin ion , we have let ourselves suspect that 
her leaders have, actually, gon e mad, after a 
fashion ; worse yet, we have persuaded ourselves 
that it may be our duty to help brin g them to 
their sen ses. We n eed to realize that their n a­ 
tion is, as this delegate said, a un it behin d them, 
an d that there are very substan tial reason s for 
it. 
Japan must expan d or wither. She n eeds n ew 
lan d for her surplus population . She n eeds n ew 
raw materials of all kin ds — foodstuffs, m in er­ 
als, oil, timber an d the like. She n eeds these as 
desperately as it is possible for a growin g, en er­ 
getic n ation to n eed such thin gs. 
Man churia offers all of these thin gs in abun ­ 
dan ce. Furthermore, it is about the on ly place 
on earth available to the Japan ese th at does 
offer them. The Japan ese are absolutely deter­ 
min ed to have them, an d they have in vested so 
much mon ey in the effort to get them that they 
could n ot withdraw n ow if they wan ted to. 
These are poin ts we n eed to remember. If we 
forget them we can very easily get ourselves in to 
a very costly an d bloody war.
